By virtue of the law passed at the last Legislature requir- 


ing towns to bond their indebtedness, we have issued and sold 
bonds to the amount of $12,000.00 and all the demand notes 
have been paid with the proceeds. These bonds bear interest. 


Har’svle 2 
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at four per cent and are payable’in equal annual amounts, 
$1,000.00 being due July 1 of this present year. 

At the special town meeting in June we were authorized 
to borrow by bond issue $8,000.00 for the improvement of the 
Beech Hill road, to be expended under the direction and su- 
pervision of the State Highway department. These bonds have 
been sold and the proceeds applied in accordance with the vote. 


We have also by law assumed the state’s portion of 
$3200.00 which will be refunded in annual payments under the 
continuing application. $1,000.00 of these bonds will fall due 
July 1, 1918. Without going into further details the amount of 
road which was completed with this outlay of money has been ' 


~ 


very disappointing. 


The increased cost of labor and supplies and the great ex- 
pense in keeping the roads open this winter is adding very ma- 
terially to the cost of this department. 


The matter of road agents was left to the selectmen and 
we divided the town into two distriets and apportioned the 
money accordingly. We found that only one road machine was 
available for use and a road grader was purchased at a cost of 
$225.00. Tools for state road work were purchased at a cost of 
over $100.00. These items of expense, for which no appropria- 
tion was made have reduced the available surplus in the treas- 
ury to a small deficit of $75.76, the tax levy not having been 


all collected. 


The demands this year for all outlays must be met from 
the tax assessment. The’ valuation on which appropriations are 
‘made will probably show a reduction which will: have to be 


met with an increased tax rate. The situation requires careful 
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judgment in making appropriation and rigid economy in all 
town expenditures.

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REPORT OF BOARD OF HEALTH 


To the citizens of Harrisville: 


In presenting to you my third annual report we wish to 
state that in the past year there have been reported 4 cases of 
measles, 2 of whooping cough, 3 of tuberculosis, one death 
caused from same. One person has been sent to a sanitorium 
and at the last report this person is recovering. The state board 
of health are doing all they can to overcome this dreaded 
disease. There have been a number of complaints in regard to 
sink drains, ete., which have been promptly attended to and 
property owners were only too glad to see that they were put 
in a sanitary condition. There were only 2 complaints of people 
dumping rubbish near the road side, which without doubt was 
done by people who are not residents of the town. There have 
-been houses fumigated by request of the attending doctor or 
occupant of the house. This is compulsory by law in any ease of 
tuberculosis or any other contagious disease. Owing to my ab- 
sence from town, Bernard F. Bemis is now your acting health 
officer with the approval of the state board of health. In clos- 
ing I wish to thank Mr. and Mrs. Arthur E. Childs who gave 
assistance and are still doing so in many ways; also the doctors 
and selectmen who assisted and cooperated in every way.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD 


To the Citizens of Harrisville: 


The Legislature of 1915 passed a law with reference to 


‘the sanitation of schoolhouses. We have been notified by the 


state board that the sanitation of our school buildings is not 
such as to meet with the approval of said board. They have 
made extensive recommendations in regard to all the outbuild- 
ings and school rooms and they propose that we adopt their 
recommendations as far as possible. With the present high price 
of labor and material it will entail a cost of at least $500.00. 
The primary room at Chesham has been enlarged and an extra 
window added, which disposes of one of the many changes pro- 
posed. 
The school at Eastview, the first of the year, was under the 
instruction of different teachers from the Normal school, and 
this did not prove as satisfactory as we had hoped. The school 


is now under the instruction of Miss Odlin of Portland, Me.. 


a graduate of the Gorham Normal school, and commendable 


progress has been made. The number of scholars in this dis- .” 


trict at present is only seven and we suggest the advisability 


L 


of bringing these scholars to the village, more especially if 
the new law is to be, enforced the coming year in relation tc 
heat, ventilation and out-house, which necessitates an expendi- 


ture of at least $100.00. 
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VILLAGE PRIMARY 


The work in this school has been carried along the same 
lines as last year under the conscientious and painstaking 
euidanee of Miss Shea. Fifty pupils in the first four grades 
are too much for one teacher but the work has been highly 


satisfactory. 
VILLAGE GRAMMAR 


Miss Flynn was engaged at the commencement of the year 
in this school and we felt assured at the start of having satis- 
factory work accomplished, which has been the ease. 


CHESHAM GRAMMAR SCHOOL 


This school has been under the instruction of Miss Craw- - 
ford for.the second year. Miss Crawford has brought to this 
school a high quality of intellect and training. Excellent pro- 
gress has been made in many ways. Miss Crawford resigned 
to take effect at the close of the winter term, thus completing 
two years in the school. 


CHESHAM PRIMARY 


Miss Woodbury resigned at the close of the fall term 
and Miss Jones from the Lowell Normal school was engaged, 
but from lack of dicipline could not continue. Mrs. Stella Sea- 
ver of this town is now teaching with excellent success. It 
is hoped that Mrs. Seaver can bé induced to remain through 
the year. 

Your attention is called to the change in the law relating 
to the closing of the fiseal year, which is Aug. 31 instead of 
Feb. 15 as formerly. We shall, therefore, be required to make 
an appropriation to meet expenses from the time of making this 
report until Sept, 1 and appropriate an amount sufficient for 
the support of schools to be expended during the fiseal year 
beginning Sept. 1.
